Washington, Sept. 17.—(A P )—W il­ 
liam G. McAdoo whose political per- 
I sonality has shadowed every discus- 
j sion of Democratic campaign plans in 
recent years has decided to “stand 
aside” from the presidential race in 
1928. . 
The former secretary of the treas­ 
ury whose forces engaged in the mem­ 
orable convention battle at Madison 
Square garden in 1924, in communi­ 
cating his decision to George Milton, 
publisher of the Chattanooga News, 
based it on a desire to clear the field 
“as far I can clear it” so that a lead­ 
ership might be developed competent 
to maintain the supremacy of “Demo­ 
cratic principles and progressive poli­ 
cies.” 
“I shall not, therefore, be a candi­ 
date for the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1928,” said a terse para­ 
graph in the letter to Mr. Milton. 
A repetition of the “inconclusive 
and disastrous” convention fight 
of 
1924 in which the forces of Governor 
Smith and Mr. McAdoo 
clashed in 
bitter and unyielding conflict 
would 
reduce the Democratic party to im­ 
potence, he saki.

Below Last Year. 


In the collection of trophies which 
have been won in Europe by Chrysler

The buffalo trophy was won this 
year for the first time since it was 
offered fifteen years ago by a team of 
three stock Chrysler touring cars com­ 
pleting the entire six-day test with­ 
ou t incurring any penalties. 
In addi­ 
tion the three Chryslers won a prize 
'offered by the Polish Ministry of Pub­ 
lic Works for cars finishing in the best 
mechanical condition, 
while a fourth 
; Chrysler, 
included 
in a team of six 
tcars entered by the army of Poland, 
took a prize offered by the army to 
any car driven by an army officer and 


I finishing without any had points. 


A fifteen dollar price reduction on

Curtailing of expenses from the very begin­ 
ning. 


2nd. 
Keeping public improvement ol county with­ 
in tax rate. 


3rd. 
Looking ahead and not throwing any addi­ 
tional burden for future Hoard of Commissioners. 


4th. 
By getting information from other County 
Commissioners and clerks, as to cost of different sup­ 
plies, printing, and other general information at savings 
of 250' < to 300'' (per cent) and in some cases even great­ 
er than this was saved for Adams county. 


5th. 
Remember this Board has kept its expenses 
within its tax rate and has paid for all improvements out 
of said tax; besides paying annually in round numbers 
$14,(K)0 for interest and tax on bonds of $265,000 held 
against Adams county. 


Forty thousand ($40,000) of which were issued by 
board of 1006, and the remainder $225,000 were issued in 
1920 by preceding Board of County Commissioners. 


In the sinking fund which was started for the re­ 
tiring of said bonds, the report of year 1922 shows $16,- 
778.16; 1923 shows$20,276.05: up to date, 1927 shows $34,- 
460.09. 


By these figures you can readily see that this board 
has not only kept its expenses and improvements with­ 
in its tax rate, but has been safe guarding along the line 
of bonds referred too.
